Thanks to all shufflers who tried working up in the novice/tech+ 
band of 40M. 


Listened and called CQ from 0300 to 0500 UTC usually around 7.113 

No success. Listened with a radio shack DX394, and the 7.000 to 7.040 

area had typically ten or so QSO's in progress. Heard one ham calling CQ 

at 7.006 - didn't get his/her call sign, and can't respond in that band with 
current license (and current range in the SW40+ rig). Then swung up 

to the novice band, and it was "dead". 


Earlier in the week, I had posted a tuning range starting at 7.106 - and that 
was true, at that time. The old setup was as follows: For frequency readout, 
was using the Digital Dial and 

a phono plug style cord on one end (to mate with the Digital Dial) and two 
clip leads on the other end. So, with the lid of the 40+, I connected the hot 
side thru a 120 pf cap to R17 (emitter of the oscillator). This provided 
about 800 millivolts on the counter end. Originally tried 22 pf and had 

too weak a signal, 1000 pf and killed the oscillator. 


In a desire to have a less clumsy setup, a phono jack was mounted in the 
rear panel of the 40+. Then a short wire from there to the 120 pf cap. 
Buttoned it up, and it worked fine, although the tuning range now started 

at 7.1084 -- No big deal -- Until I realized that Paul had requested folks 
to occassionally look at 7.106 for slow moving zombies. Thinking that the 
change in freq counter hookup was responsible for the change, I 

changed back to the clip lead affair (about 1/2 hour before start time). In 
the process, one leg fell off the 120 pf cap - so had to put another one in. 
Used NPO - so pretty decent stuff. Still had 7.1084 for the lowest tuning 
range. What to do? what to do? -- Rules suggested 7.106 and I had posted 
(later) 7.113 to 7.123. 


Solution - found by holding my finger on toroid L1 (connected thru a cap to 
the base of the oscillator) and wiggling it about, I could go as low as 7.105! 
At first, I thought this was too stupid for me to do. But after a while, I 
decided 

it wasn't. So, holding one zombie finger on the toroid with my eyes on the 
freq counter, I started sending CQ on "about" 7.106. Got to thinking, 

zombies do this ocassionally, that if someone actually came back to me, I 
would be in a predicament. - You see, the frequency tuning finger is on the 
same hand I write with. As it happens, no one came back to that "stable" CQ. 


Sometime later, I almost jumped out of my chair after calling CQ on 7.113. 

- There 

was another signal HE MUST HAVE HEARD ME, and now is coming back! 

Oh boy!, So I try to copy what he is sending - CQ CQ CQ CQ .... I thing I 
dozed off before his callsign came. When he finished, I called a short CQ only 
to notice that he started sending again before I finished - with another CQ. I 
don't think he ever heard me. Never did get a contact.

For those who are interested in the project, here is an 
update on the progress of my buildup of rig number 


3. I finished the VFO on Thursday. It came up working 
as it should, but was a bit low in frequency. One 

turn had to be removed from the main, 44 turn 

inductor, to allow it to hit the required frequencies. 


The even better news is that the frequency stability is 
very much like the first rig that I build. Power up drift 
is very low, about 30 Hz total, from a cold start. And 
the VFO is stable after 3 minutes. I monitored it out 

to 30 minutes, but it didn't move more than +/- one 

hertz during the last 27 minutes. 


This rig is being built from the documentation that is 
part of the QRPp article, in the winter issue. It is 

my final test to assure all of the problems are caught, 

so you don't end up being frustrated by one of my mistakes.

Please keep in mind that there are beacons on 10 Meters, and have been 
for 30+ years. These beacons provide a consistant signal for propagation 
checks, but don't work if we contest on top of them. 


The internationally recognized frequency range is 28.175 - 28.300 MHz, 
with 28.200 - 28.300 MHz designated for automatic beacons in the USA and 
possessions. 


Be especially careful to avoid operating on 28.200 MHZ as the worldwide 
beacon network has 18 beacons that timeshare at this spot. Infact, by 
listening at 28.2 MHz for 3 minutes, you can tell what is open and where 
it's open to. 


Most of the beacons run 3 - 5 watts, and less at several locations. The 
B/BAMS beacon, NQ2RP/B, runs 125 mW (+21 dBm), and I received quite a few 
reports this summer from Es propagation. 


There is little enough occupancy on 10 Meters. Let's not contest on top 
of the beacons.

Howdy mixer fans, 


I discovered why I had such poor sideband rejection, it wasn't that the R 
values weren't quite right, it was I had it mis-wired! Helps to connect the 
summing amp to the outputs of the last P shifter, and not the inverting 
inputs! Why it worked at all is a mystery (well, not too big of one) but 
would have noticed sooner if it hadn't! Now have about 35 dB of sideband 
rejection, still not as good as it should be, but usable. 


I pluged it into the line input of a boom box I keep handy for a quick 


audio PA, connected a wire for an antenna and I hear signals :-) Boy, this 
thing is quiet. With out an antenna, can only hear the hum from the poor 
filtering in the boom box. With an antenna, you don't hear much of anything 
untill you tune across a station. I'm impressed :-) Even more impressive, 
it's running on an AC bench supply! 


It does detect SW broadcast stations just fine. Now to make a nice 800 Hz 
BPF, RF input filter, a good audio PA and think about what to use for VFO. 


This one's a keeper! 


BTW, I did up the detector board in Circad, so if you want a copy, drop me 
a line..

Gang, 


I'm working on an antenna and need some ideas on terminating the feedline. 
The antenna is designed to be very lightweight, readily disasembled and 
easily packed and carried. It can be supported on a SLV fishing pole. I 
want to use 300 ohm twinlead because it's cheap and low-loss. 
Unfortunately, as those who have experimented with is in the past, it is 
also somewhat fragile when you expose those conductors for termination. I 
need some method of attaching it that is reliable, but lightweight and 
quick. I remember those plexiglass twinlead connectors you used to see in 
the R/S stores. Couldn't find them today - they might be getting hard to 
find. 


Any experience using those connectors? Any other ideas that fill the above 
requirements? 


I could use RG-174 but it's starting to get kinda lossy at 10 meters (where 
this project is) and it's kinda fragile too, particularly where it attaches 
to the connector. RG-58 is getting heavy, if you can imagine 20 ft. 
hanging off your SLV pole. 


The project is a 2 element beam (Moxon Rectangle for those in the know). 
The 300 ohm twinlead will be cut into lengths that are multiples of half 
wavelength so the impedance isn't important and the Moxon Rectangle is 
balanced anyway. I'll make a transistion to 50 ohm feed at the bottom. 


Please respond direct and I'll sumarize the ideas that I receive to keep 
the chatter down.

28.322 is the frequency of a computer clock IC that I found recently... It 
does work quite well as a CW Milliwatt rig when fed from 5 volts and 
connected to a dummy load ( my 10 meter antenna is down for repairs, yes Mr 
Murphy, when the band IS opening ...) 

My question to those involved with digital devices... I am curious about why 
that particular frequency 28.322... 

I understand other computer clock chip frequencies as quite logical, like 
the timing for CPU's... like 16.000, 25.000, 50.000 etc... but this 28.322 
defies all my analysis... 

BTW, have you tried a 50.000 IC computer clock IC as a weak signal generator 
to test your 6 meter antennas ? 

It works great ! Just add a 50 mHz tuned circuit , and run it from 3 or 4 AA 
batteries... 

Another question... are some of those clock IC's CMOS instead of TTL ? 

I use them a lot here, as a stable , very easy to set up injection frequency 
oscillators for converters... 

Example... a 40.000 mHz IC clock module provides excellent injection for a 4 
diode balanced mixer that I use for receiving 6 meters on a radio at the 10 
mHz spot of the dial...

Oh, heck. You don't need to be a genious to figure this one out. All you 
need is a phase locked loop circuit, locked to 4x reference frequency. 
Simply make the desired frequency the reference, and out comes the 4x 
frequency. The problem, however, is you need a VCO capable of generating 
the frequency high enough (4x30MHz is 120MHz!!), and have a suitably fast 
divide-by-N circuit to feedback the PLL with. This almost certainly 
dictates ECL for most homebrewing applications. 


Please note: the output of most PLLs today are digital -- this means you 
can drive a /4 ring counter to provide the "four-phase clock" for the 
Tayloe product detector.

Thought I would share my experiences with the use of 300 ohm tv twin lead. 


BEEN THERE, SEEN IT, and DOING IT. I use the 300 ohm alot for experimentig and 


have used it even on my main DOUBLE ZEPP until I mad some open feed line. 


PROCEDURE: What I found works for me is cutting about 3-4inch lenths of #18 


speaker wire and solder them to the ends of the tv twinlead and tpae it neatly 


and inexpensive male RCA PHONO plugs inserted on the ends of the wires. 


DISCUSSION: The speaker wire is two colors, silver and copper, allowing you to 
keep track of which wire is pluging where if you need to know. These wires are 


heavy yet flexible. I use males on ALL CONNECTIONS and interconnect with 
double females. For phasing SLV verticals I have made some 3 junction female 
phone or you can just buy some multi connections. 


NOTE ON WIRE CONNECTION: The best way I found to wire the tv to the speaker 
wire is to carefully strip back the outer covering exposing each wire leaving 
the center material in tact. Twist these to the speaker wires and then lay 
them back along side the center insulating material and tape tightly. It is 
fairly strong and durable. 


DOESN'T LIKE RAIN: A lot of moisture changes the characteristics of the wire 
and alters your tuning values. 


NOTE ON SLV: I have the tv coil at the base of the pole. Soldered at the top 
end of the wire is a 17f£t #18 speaker wire and a phono plug (male) at the base 
using the method noted above. The speaker wire coils neatly on the pole above 
the tv wire for storage. The tip of the wpeaker wire is held in place fron 
unwraveling with a "rubber band" I made from an old bicycle inner tube.

If that is the case, then, does the "bandwidth" of the probe really have 
any meaning? The effect of the capacitance would depend upon the circuit 
being measured and whether it has a low enough impedance to source the 
current required to "drive" the probe without attenuation.

"Bandwidth" has meaning if you understand the criteria by which it is 
specified. a 100mHz probe doesn't work perfectly up to 100.00 mHz, and then 
instantly stop working. It works pretty well up to that bandwidth, depending 
on the parameters of the external d.u.t., and then has increasingly less 
reliable performance beyond the specified "bandwidth." That is why the 
complete specification for the probe must be understood; all those 
miscellaneous details they list after bandwidth like input c, effective 
impedance, etc. must be known and taken into account. Your probe will work 
much better on low impedance circuits than high and so on. If you are doing 
audio work, you can probably use a piece of RG-58 with an alligator clip. If 
you are doing 100 mHz pulse work, even a 100:1 passive probe may be useless. 
The bandwidth of the probe is more or less by definition. Good probes will 
continue to deliver usable performance, though with diminished accuracy, but 
suitable for some purposes, well beyond the specified bandwidth. Some brands 
of probes are better than others. Some of really cheap probes are often a 
little generous with their "definition" of effective bandwidth. That's why it 
is better to stick with stuff from the big guys you know and trust. Take that 
$30 to a hamfest and by a used name brand probe designed to sell for $175 
rather than spend it on some off brand probe that may nor may not be a good 
deal. 

All of the above comments apply to the scope as well. A 100mhz scope 
does not work perfectly right up to 100mHz and then go to black. For some 
purposes, such as looking at fast rise square pulses, it may not work well at 
half its rated bandwidth -- you will never see a 100mHz squarewave on a 100 
mHz scope. For other purposes, like making relative measurements of sine wave 
Signal levels, a scope may be usable at twice the rated bandwidth. It's 
necessary to understand the specs and how they are applied. If you want 
cutting edge performance out of a scope you need to have a very wide band 
scope with an active probe, and you still have to make sure to understand the 
interaction of the scope, the probe, and the d.u.t. Tektronix has a library 
full of application notes these topics and if you call your local Tek rep, he 
will probably be glad to fill your mailbox with them for free.

Epson America, Inc. EPS-1000 frequency multiplier ICs use an on 

board PLL that's programmable to provide outputs at 2, 2.25, 3, 3.33, 
3.75. and 4.5 times whatever freq is fed into the clock pin. Two of 
them would do the job. Outputs ok up to 11 MHz. 


There may be other chips out there that can do it too. Maybe these 
can save some board space over conventional multiplier / filter 
circuits. Anyone know how spectrally clean multiplier chips are? 

It would be a bummer to use a great product detector but still have 
degraded performance due to phase noise...

We got 
around some of the moisture problems by coating the feedline with 
Johnson's paste wax. Seemed to help a bit. In those days, most rigs had 
final tank circuits that allowed quite a bit of reactance from the 
feedline system to be tuned out, so the moisture effects could be 
handled to a degree. But the wax doubtlessly helped!

I only 
mounted it quick and don't have power to it, but what a quiet antenna. 

Not all the engine noise is gone, but it's remarkably reduced over a 
hamstick. It hears so much better, and when I reply to a CQ with a mighty 
5W I xexpectx that station to answer me <grin>. Once I get time to run 


the power to it I'll give a little more detailed description of using it, 
but for now it's set on 7.040 and I'm having a blast. 


I'm looking forward to hearing from y'all, but right now I gotta go put 
some addresses on a couple of boxes over there...

Bruce, 


The W9IGR DSP-III filter is a pretty straightforward device, with a few small 
subtleties in operation. 


First the obvious stuff. it goes in the audio path between the rig and the 
speaker. (Or use headphones in it's front panel jack.) The pushbutton to 
the right of the bar graph display should be OUT, meaning the filter is out 
of the circuit. Even with the the red power switch OFF, you should hear the 
normal receiver output. With the power ON, you have a nice amplified 
speaker. 


Now with the right side pushbutton IN, the DSP is inserted into the path, 
and one of the 16 filters are in operation. I normally (only) use the CW 
filters, and my rig is set for 750 Hz offset and sidetone frequency, so 

those three positions of the 16-position rotary switch are the ones I use. 


If I tune my rig to a congested frequency and push the right pushbutton IN 
to insert the filter, and use the widest bandwidth filter setting for 750 Hz 
(i.e., 200 Hz width), I notice a reduction in some of the QRM. I may have 
adjust the vfo slightly to bring the desired signal right to 750 Hz tone, 
and thus fully into the passband of the filter. 


Then, if some QRM is still present, I can turn the 16-position dial to the 
100 Hz width and notice a further reduction in interfering signals. Again, 
I might need to very carefully adjust the vfo to peak the desired signal in 
the filter passband (thus bringing it closer to 750 Hz that the filter is 
designed for.) 


Lastly, if it's a *reallyx noisy band, with interfering signals very close 
to the one I'm trying to hear, I am able to flip the rotary switch to the 50 
Hz width position and really knock out most everything ... but xreallyx have 
to carefully nudge the vfo to ensure the desired signal is in the filter 
passband. That 50 Hz window is so small, it doesn't take but a breath of 
air to move it out such that you think it's totally gone. 


So therein lies part of the subtle nature of this filter, or of any tight CW 
filter ... when you get really narrow, the desired signal needs to be in it 
for you to hear it. 


The other tricky part is that the DSP-III is designed for fixed offsets for 
it's CW filters: either 400 Hz, 600 Hz or 750 Hz. The point is that if 
your rig's offset and sidetone are not matched for any of these 3 center 
frequencies, the rig will be working against the filter and you may not hear 
many signals at medium or tight filter settings. 


For example, if your rig was set for 600 Hz (as my Sierra started out with), 
you wouldn't be able to effectively use the nice 3 different widths of the 
750 Hz filters because when the rig output itself peaks at 600 Hz (which is 
ostensibly the offset for your own Tx signal as well as your sidetine 
pitch), nothing will be getting through a filter centered on 750 Hz. You 
would need to adjust the sidetone pitch and Tx offset to 750 Hz to maximize 
the usefulness of your DSP-III. 


BTW, the filter also has a feature to move this center frequency (if the BIO 
switch UP when the unit is turned on) around but I find it's difficult to 
do, imprecise, and it's not permanently retained. The BIO switch should be 
DOWN for normal operation of the CW filters. 


Sorry for the length here, but these last points might not have been as 
obvious at the others. I've adjusted my Sierra as described and absolutely 
love the DSP-III for congested bands. Additionally, the filter is superb 
for bringing a weak signal up out of the mud, even when there are not a lot 
of interferingsignals. Outstanding results. 


I don't do any SSB work, or RTTY, or use any of the other modes offered by 
the DSP-III, so I can't comment on operation of those. 


Hope this helps.

George & other interested readers, 


On the Sierra you can enable the sidetone only with a switch. This makes 
tuning the W9GR DSP filter easy. 


In the tuning mode, the filter produces a slowly falling tone of its own 
(George will know this, but others may not). This tone is at the 
frequency the filter will be tuned to if you switch to another filter 
position at that precise moment. The falling tone interferes with the 
sidetone coming from the rig. You will be able to hear zero beat 


approaching and can stop the tuning process at the right moment.

Howdy Gang, 


Dave, NN1G looked into the Epson clock mult. chip and found it has very 
poor phase noise. It uses an internal RC osc which is good enough for 
digital work, but not for radio LO's :-( 


I woudn't want to do a X4 multilplier anyway, it would be hard to keep the 
fundimental out of the front end of the radio! X2 would probably be okay. 
Some kind of PLL circuit will be required though. (if you want to go above 
40 M) I'm thinking of one with a VFO on the reference clock input. The /N 
would be changed only to change bands. It gets complicted though, as when 
you change the /n ratio, the tuning range on the Ref input also changes. A 
mixing scheme could work, but that gets complicated too. Multi band radios 
are such a pain... 


Right now I'm using a DDS VFO, which is one reason my noise figure is so 
good. But even the 9850 can only go to 50 Mhz, limiting the input freq to 
just over 10 Mhz. 


For those that requested my board layout and a schematic, I may have over 
stepped my bounds on making that offer. This is Dan's baby, and I'll wait 
to hear from him if it's okay to distribute the info. The detector scheme 
is patent pending, and the lawyers may have fits :-)

I'm just reading an article in the 
January 1971 QST (page 40) titled "Five for Five" or "Five Decibels for 


Five Bucks". It is construction details and evaluation of a 2 element 
beam called a "Shortened ZL-Special" using folded dipoles, one as the 
driven element and the other as the reflector.... both being fed, 


approx. 3/8 wave length long. The beam was constructed out of 2 X 2 fir 
and 300 ohm twinlead and bamboo fishing poles. Resulting antenna was 
designed with 14.175 as the design frequency (2:1 swr) but also had swr 
of 1.5:1 at 21.260 ! And they think it will operate on 10 meters as 
well. They estimated forward gain at 5 dB and front to back at 20 dB 


Looks like a neat antenna.... and real easy to make....... hmmmmmm .
